Based on our review and investigation of this matter, we have determined that you did
not have an economic interest in the individuals or the business entity affiliated with clients of
your advertising business, TJA Advertising, as defined under the Act. As such, there is no basis
for a conflict of interest violation under Section 87100 of the Act. Therefore, our file in this
